REMARKS 



The specification has been amended at paragraph 5 of page 4. The amendment 
corrects the docket number and serial number for the cited application. The 
Examiner's attention is directed to the fact that as filed, the docket numbers of the 
cited appUcation was inadvertently swapped with that of a related application filed the 
same day. No new matter is added. 

The Amendments here presented are made for the purposes of better defining 
the invention, rather than to overcome the rejections for patentability. The claims 
were not amended to overcome the prior art and therefore, no presumption should 
attach that either the claims have been narrowed over those earlier presented, or that 
subject matter or equivalents thereof to which the Applicants are entitled has been 
surrendered. Support for these amendments can be found in the specification and 
claims as originally filed. No new matter has been introduced by these amendments. 
Reconsideration and allowance of the claims is respectfully requested in view of the 
amendments and following remarks. Moreover, the amendments as presented do not 
alter the scope of the claimed invention and therefore cannot necessitate a new 
grounds rejection. 

It is believed that the foregoing remarks are fully responsive to the Office 
Action and that the claims herein should be allowable to the Applicants. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection and of the rejections and allowance of 
the case are requested. In view of the foregoing. Applicants respectfully request the 
withdrawal of all rejections made by the Examiner and the allowance of all of the 
claims in the application.
